It is the final phase of the 
project which began in 
March last year. 

Councillor Khurshid 
Ahmed, cabinet member for 
transportation, said: 

“We are now on the final 
phase of works to complet¬ 
ing this multi million pound 
redevelopment and I thank 
everyone for their contin¬ 
ued patience during this 
time.”

It is one of a series of measures outlined in an 
action plan drawn up by the Dudley Group NHS 
Foundation Trust following an investigation by NHS 
medical director Professor Sir Bruce Keogh. 


The Government report 
highlighted concerns over 
staffing levels, communica¬ 
tion, complaints handling 
and safety checking at Rus¬ 
sells Hall Hospital, and the 
trust has now responded. 

Chief executive of the 
trust Paula Clark ann¬ 
ounced the recruitment at a 
council of governors meet¬ 
ing last week. 

Around 50 newly qualified 
graduates will be taken on 
this month following com¬ 
pletion of their training. 

A review has also taken 
place to ensure nursing staff 
levels are appropriate for the 
demands of each shift - with 
agency workers brought in 
to supplement numbers if 
needed. 

Members of the commit¬ 
tee board were also told 
equipment and safety 
checks were carried out 
daily with an audit also 
taking place each month. 
Systems have also been put 
in place to ensure staff can 
readily identify patients at 
risk of developing pressure 
ulcers so preventative care 
can take place.

MAGNIFICENT lions are wel¬ 
coming visitors in the West Mid¬ 
lands as part of a new breeding 
programme which keepers hope 
will be a roaring success. 

The highly endangered Asiatic lions 
are in residence at Dudley Zoo, in 
Castle Hill, Dudley, as part of the inter¬ 
national project to protect the species 
which has seen its numbers plummet 
in the wild. 

There are now only 260 of the sub¬ 
species known as Panthera leo persicus 
which is native to India’s Gujarat 
State. The lion population has steadily 
increased in Gir Forest National Park. 


Nine-year-old male lion Mwamba 
arrived at Dudley Zoo from Paignton 
earlier this summer and has been set¬ 
tling into his surroundings ever 
since. 

It is hoped he will breed with the 
zoo’s female pair Asha and Kyra aged 
between six and seven, to help with the 
breeding programme. 

Excited 

Dudley Zoo spokeswoman Jill Hitch- 
man said this was the first lion breed¬ 
ing programme undertaken by the 
keepers since their previous pair died 
around four years ago. 


But she says staff were excited to be 
part of an important scheme. “This is a 
new breeding group for us and we are 
very hopeful we will hear the pitter 
patter of tiny paws very soon,” she 
said. 

“These are magnificent beasts and it 
is such a huge privilege to be part of a 
global breeding programme.” 

The animals will live in the one-acre 
Lion Ridge enclosure wrapping around 
the zoo’s famous Tecton buildings. 

And it will a cavernous diet for the 
hungry trio who will dine out on meat 
steaks during their stay at the attrac¬ 
tion.

As the authority 
responsible for health and 
safety in commercial prem¬ 
ises we are currently investi¬ 
gating the circumstances of 
the incident.” 

Officials at Home Bar¬ 
gains said they were looking 
into the tragedy and bosses 
at Iceland, who said it also 
uses the bay, added they 
were awaiting ‘further det¬ 
ails’. Churchill Shopping 
Centre manager Colin Gaz- 
zard would not comment. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Gina Lycett said:

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Man, 60, 
posed on 
internet as 
a mother 

A 60-YEAR-OLD Aldridge 
man who posed as a young 
mother on the internet in a 
bid to satisfy his sick sexual 
fantasies has been spared 
prison. 

Keith Franklin adopted 
the guise of a 28-year-old 
single mother with children 
aged four and nine when 
accessing chat rooms, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard last Wednesday. 

Mr David Swinnerton, 
prosecuting, said: “He then 
conversed with men who 
would say what they would 
like to do with ‘her’ and, 
most troubling, the chil¬ 
dren.” 

Police raided Franklin’s 
home June last year after 
being tipped off he had been 
using the website. 

They found 297 indecent 
images of children at 
varying levels of seriousness 
on his computer. 

Mr Swinnerton said: “He 
said the images had been 
sent to him from the chat¬ 
room during conversation.” 

Franklin, from Cliveden 
Avenue, who was of previous 
good character, admitted 
five charges of downloading 
and possessing indecent 
images between January 
2011 and June 21 last year. 

Judge Michael Dudley 
told him: “This behaviour 
was out of character 
although it went on for some 
time. I am satisfied that this 
offending was by way of fan¬ 
tasising on your behalf and 
never became reality.” 

Franklin was given a 
supervised three-year com¬ 
munity order in which he 
must complete a sex 
offender group programme. 
He was put on the Sex 
Offender Register and be the 
subject of a Sexual Offender 
Prevention Order, both for 
five years. 

Library sale 
date fixed 

LAND to be sold towards a 
multi-million pound project 
to build a new library centre 
in Walsall will go under the 
hammer September 5. 

Plans for Bentley Library 
have hit a string of problems 
after a deal to sell land to 
fund it collapsed. Bentley 
and Darlaston North ward 
councillors Rose Burley and 
Angela Underhill have been 
pushing for progress.

A WOMAN has admitted being in charge of 
a dangerous dog after her pet attacked a 
man as he walked along a canal towpath in 
Walsall Wood. 

Lynda Macmillan, aged 61, pleaded guilty 
to being the owner of a dog dangerously out 
of control in a public place, namely a white 
Staffordshire bull terrier. Magistrates heard 
the pet - which had bitten another victim in 
the past - injured Simon Hayes. 

Miss Jayne Yeomans, prosecuting, told 
Walsall Magistrates Court the seven-year- 
old dog pulled away from Macmillan, of 
Camden Street, Walsall Wood, on June 24 


and bit Mr Hayes on the leg. “The injured 
party was walking along the canal towpath 
and says he saw a female with two dogs,” 
Miss Yeomans said. 

“They were a black Staffordshire bull 
terrier and a similar small white dog,. 

“As he got to about 50 yards from the 
female, the dog which was on a lead, pulled 
away from her towards him. 

“The dog ran up to the complainant and 
bit him on the right calf. He describes being 
on the ground and being in immense pain. 

“He says he shouted at the defendant and 
she replied ‘I’m not going to to stay here 


while you are swearing’ and left the scene. 
He hobbled home and his son took him to 
hospital for treatment. As a result of the 
incident Mr Hayes says he had two weeks off 
work unpaid, which left him £800 out of 
pocket,” Miss Yeomans said. 

She also told the court Macmillan had a 
previous conviction for a similar offence as 
the dog had bitten someone in the Devon 
and Cornwall police area. 

Miss Yeomans added : “The police are not 
asking for the dog to be destroyed, but want 
the magistrates to consider making a con¬ 
tingency order for the dog to be considered. 


This would require it to be kept under 
proper control and if it isn’t then considera¬ 
tion can be given for it to be put down.” 
Under the Dangerous Dogs Act the court is 
obliged to consider a destruction order as 
the terrier had caused a physical injury. 

Mr David Grice, defending, said: “She 
didn’t walk away as such, but left because 
the man was swearing, which was under¬ 
standable. She says she went round the 
corner and remained there. She asked other 
people in the area to check if he was okay.” 

The case was adjounred until September 
2 for reports. 


Council calls for stronger 
power to tackle travellers

THE Government is to be asked to 
consider stronger powers to 
tackle travellers after dozens of 
camps have settled in Walsall this 
year. 

Council chiefs are to write to officials over 
further measures to deal with the issue fol¬ 
lowing a series of problems since January. 

There have been at least 36 known 
encampments as convoys of caravans have 
taken over parks and playing fields for days 
on end. 

The authority has been forced to seek 
court orders to get the travellers moved on, 
only for them to relocate to other sites and 
sometimes even return to the original land 
they were unlawfully on. 

Council bosses are now planning to 
contact the Department for Communities to 
see if further powers can be introduced. 

New guidelines removing the restrictions 
on issuing temporary stop notices has 
recently been issued by the Government. 
But even tougher steps are wanted to tackle 
the problem of travellers. 

Recent 

Council leader Mike Bird said: “Despite 
the legislation that has been brought in it is 
still not strong enough. 

“Any open space they see they think it is a 
free for all. Every time we have to remove 
these people it is costing us money.” 

Walsall has become a hotbed for trav¬ 
ellers, with the problem escalating over the 
summer. Among the hotspot areas have 
been Delves Green Common twice to the 
Broadway West Playing Fields. 

The most recent camp has been on the 
private land at Handsworth Rugby Club, 
having moved from their previous site just 
yards away in Walstead Road. They have 
now moved on. 

Council bosses said they have been 
working with West Midlands Police to put a 
stop to unauthorised camps in the borough. 

The problem started in January when two 
caravans settled in Goscote Lodge Crescent. 
Since then they have showed up in Mill 
Street, Ryecroft, Poplar Avenue, Bentley 

Staff ordered them to leave. However, by 
April they had returned just yards away on 
to fields off the road - not far from houses 
and a mosque. The council had to go tothe 
magistrates court twice to move vehicles on. 

It was forced to obtain a similar order to 
move on travellers from Broadway West 
playing fields in June. 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a war veteran 
who was awarded medals for his part in the 
D-Day landings in Normandy. 

James Pound, who had lived in Aldridge, 
had been in the Royal Warwickshire Regi¬ 
ment and was called up during the Second 
World War, becoming one of the first soldiers 
to land on the beaches of Normandy in June 
1944. 

During the D-Day landings, thousands of 
Allied troops landed on the beaches of Nor¬ 
mandy in northern France at the start of a 
major offensive against the Germans. 

His son James Pound Jnr paid tribute to 
his ‘honest’ and ‘hard-working’ father, who 
was given six service medals and was one of 
the founding members of the Normandy 
Veterans Association in Walsall. 

The father-of-three, who was diagnosed 
with prostate cancer earlier this year, was 


also the standard bearer for more than 20 
years. The 87-year-old, who had lived at 
Marshall Close and also worked for Aldridge 
firm S Jones Containers for 30 years, died at 
Walsall Manor Hospital on May 27. 

Around 200 people, including Second 
World War veterans, attended his funeral 
service at Streetly Crematorium on June 11. 

Shrapnel 

The Last Post was played during the 
service and dozens of standards from 
veteran groups across the country were dis¬ 
played. 

Mr Pound Jnr, aged 60, of Cornwall Road, 
Stourbridge, said: “In Normandy, he was 
shot and wounded on July 8, 1944 and he 
was shipped back to England. 

“Whilst in hospital he had 100 pieces of 
shrapnel removed from his body but some 


pieces remained in him until he died.” Mr 
Pound, who grew up in Aston, Birmingham, 
and moved to Aldridge 55 years ago, 
returned to the armed forces in November 
1944 and served in Germany, Egypt and 
Palestine before being discharged in 1947. 

His son added: “My father was one of the 
first to land in Normandy. He used to say it 
was hard and terrible. His mates were dying 
around him. “I am proud that he fought for 
this country and it was touching to see so 
many people at his funeral. 

“I didn’t realise how much my father was 
liked. He was straightforward and honest. 
He was hard working. 

“He always put food on the table for us.” 

Mr Pound also leaves a daughter, Carol, 
50, and another son, Desmond, 55. 

He became a widower around 20 years ago 
when his wife Doreen died, aged 60.

Rida to be at forefront of jeans day 



Rare condition - Rida Batool 


A YOUNGSTER from Dudley with a 
rare genetic disorder will be helping to 
raise awareness of her condition for an 
upcoming fundraiser Jeans for Genes 
Day. 

Rida Batool, aged eight, has the rare 
genetic disorder Alstrom Syndrome, 
which can affect every organ in the 
body along with microcephaly, which 
causes a small head and learning diffi¬ 
culties. 

As a result Rida has sight problems, 
hearing impairment and she doesn’t 
speak, instead communicating 
through sign language on her own 
body. She is mobile but uses a wheel¬ 
chair for distance. 

When she was born her mother Iram 
Shah knew immediately that she had 
some health problems, but she never 


imagined her daughter would be diag¬ 
nosed with a very rare genetic disorder. 

As a newborn Rida had a very small 
head, much smaller than average, and 
she had no soft spot in her skull, just 
like her elder brother Shamas. 

These were all symptoms of a hered¬ 
itary neurological disorder called 
microcephaly, which literally means 
‘small head’. Shamas, now 11, was 
diagnosed at birth and has moderate 
learning disabilities, and Iram was in 
no doubt that her daughter also had 
the same condition. 

Iram, 34, who is married to Ejaz, a 
factory machine operator, adds: “I 
assumed she had visual impairment 
linked with the microcephaly, but I also 
noticed she was putting on weight, con¬ 
sidering she didn’t eat a lot.” 


Rida was referred to a geneticist at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital aged 
two and a half and by the time she was 
three the family had a diagnosis. 

Iram says: “I was told over the phone 
that Rida had Alstrom Syndrome. I 
was in floods of tears.” 

Alstrom Syndrome is a rare inher¬ 
ited disorder which affects one child in 
a million. One blessing for Iram is that 
Rida hasn’t suffered from heart prob¬ 
lems which are very common in chil¬ 
dren with Alstrom. 

Now in its 18th year, Jeans for 
Genes Day is on Friday 20 September 
and asks for people to wear their jeans 
to work or school in return for a dona¬ 
tion.

Raiders stripped home 
of pipes and radiators 


Church opens doors to past

THREE men stripped an empty home 
of copper piping, causing hundreds 
of pounds worth of damage, before 
being caught by police as they fled 
the scene, a court heard. 

The house in Dudley had only been 
vacated by the previous tenant for a few 
hours when David Hughes Senior, his son 
David Hughes Junior and Dion Bricknall 
broke in through a gate and let themselves 
in, Dudley magistrates were told. 

Police responding to a 999 call turned up at the 
house in Celandine Road, on the Wrens Nest 
estate, to find the men running out soaking wet 
and covered in filth at about 10.15pm on April 2. 

Inside, officers found copper piping and radia¬ 
tors had been ripped from the walls of the house. 

The three men denied responsibility for the 
incident, claiming they had gone to the house to 
collect a debt and found it in that state. 

But they were convicted of burglary with 
intent to steal following a trial at Dudley Magis¬ 
trates’ Court last month. Last Thursday, Hughes 
Senior, aged 51, and Hughes Junior, 22, both of 
Ivy Road, Dudley, and Bricknall, 21, of Marigold 
Crescent, appeared again at the court to be sen¬ 
tenced by District Judge Graham Wilkinson. 

He said: “This is a serious matter. This address 
was targeted because you knew it would be empty 
because you knew the people living there and you 
targeted it. 

“You had been ripping out radiators and pipes. 
The police arrived. The three defendants came 
running out of property - they were filthy and 
wet.” 

Mr Wilkinson said the figure for damage was 
in excess of £600. Mr Michael Davies, defending 
the three men, said Bricknall had ‘set to change 
his life’ since the incident and now had a job and 
is a father. He said Hughes Jnr was of a previous 
good character but admitted Hughes Snr had a 
‘poor’ criminal record. Mr Wilkinson gave Hugh¬ 
es Jnr and Bricknall 16-weeks custody suspended 
for 12 months. The pair were also ordered to 
carry out 100 hours unpaid work. 

Hughes Snr received a 24-week prison sen¬ 
tence, which was suspended for two years. 

They were each ordered to pay £250 compen¬ 
sation, £200 costs and £80 victim surcharge.

He was ordered to pay 
a £145 fine, a £20 victim sur¬ 
charge and £85 costs.

THE near 140-year history of Dar¬ 
laston Town FC is a rich one. 

Its contribution to the sporting heritage 
of the Black Country is tightly interwoven 
with some of the club’s more illustrious 
neighbours and opponents. 

From its numerous league titles to count¬ 
less cup victories, there has been no short¬ 
age of drama or memories down the decades. 

Formed in 1874, there is now a fight to 
make sure 2013 is not the year the final 
chapter in Darlaston Town’s proud record is 
written. 

It emerged this month that the club has 
folded and been pulled from the West Mid¬ 
lands Regional League, of which it is one of 
two founder members.The club boasts a 
history decorated with silverware, having 
won 10 league championships and more 
than 40 cup competitions. 

Fans are now joining forces to try to revive 
or relaunch a Darlaston team which can 
succeed for decades to come. 

A meeting for fans to discuss whether to 
reform the club or set up a new one is being 
held at Darlaston All Active Centre, in Wil- 
lenhall Road, on September 4 from 7.30pm. 

Neil Chambers, a chairman of the club in 
the 1990s and club historian, said when it 
was announced the club had folded: “There 
is a real enthusiasm from people to form a 
club to represent the town and if possible 
keep the name of Darlaston Town alive.” 

Famous 

Dozens of players who once donned the 
Darlaston colours have gone on to turn out 
for league sides including Manchester 
United, Arsenal, Aston Villa, West 
Bromwich Albion, Southampton, Wolves 
and Walsall. 

The two most famous sons are Jack 
Burkitt and Billy Walker. England star 
Walker was born in Wednesbury and played 
for Darlaston between 1915 and 1917 before 
going on to become Aston Villa’s all-time 
leading goalscorer. He won 18 caps, includ¬ 
ing three appearances as captain. 

Walker went on to manage both Sheffield 
Wednesday and Nottingham Forest to FA 
Cup success in 1935 and 1959 respectively. 

Burkitt joined Darlaston as a 19-year-old 
at the start of the 1945/46 season, and 
played for two seasons before transferring 
to Nottingham Forest for £500 in 1947. He 
played more than 500 games for Forest and 
captained them to FA Cup success against 
Luton Town in 1959. The club was known as 
Darlaston FC until Town was added to the 
name in the mid-1990s. 

Darlaston initially played in the Wednes¬ 
bury Junior League and Walsall District 
League. In the 1897/98 season they tri¬ 


umphed in the Birmingham County Junior 
Cup beating Hoobrook Olympic in the final. 

They settled at the City Ground, Waverley 
Road, in 1899 and it was only during the war 
years there had not been a senior team - 
until, that is, now. In the 1907/08 Darlaston 
won the Birmingham Junior League. The 
following year saw Darlaston become one of 
the founders of the Birmingham Combina¬ 
tion, winning it in 1910/11. 

In the next campaign the club was pro¬ 
moted to the senior Birmingham & District 
League. Darlaston remained members until 
the end of the 1927/28 season when they 
returned to the Birmingham Combination. 


During the Second World War the league did 
not run, but on the return to normal Combi¬ 
nation football in 1945/46, Darlaston were 
champions. 

Darlaston remained in the Birmingham 
Combination until the end of the 1953/54 
season when the league folded. 

They then moved to the reorganised 
Birmingham & District League, playing in 
Division One North. 

The Birmingham & District League 
became the West Midlands (Regional) 
League in the 1962/1963 season. 

Darlaston played in the Premier Division 
until 1981/82 when they were demoted. 


From the 1982/83 season they were 
members of Division One, winning the title 
and promotion in 1989/90. 

The following season 1990/91 they fin¬ 
ished 4th in the Premier Division. 

The team became the first side to win the 
Birmingham County FA Vase back to back in 
seasons 1990/91 and 1991/92. 

Recently, the club has struggled finan¬ 
cially. 

Last year there were fears over its future 
unless it managed to find £15,000 needed to 
run for the season. The team finished in the 
bottom two places in the league.

A family steeped in the traditions 
of selling ice cream has gone 
back to its origins with the refur¬ 
bishment of a classic 1973 van. 

DEBORAH HARDIMAN reports 

FROM humble beginnings on a 
pushbike, to their first factory in 
Dudley, the Urso family’s 
passion for ice cream has 
coursed through their veins for 
generation after generation. 

Ever since Alfonso Urso climbed out of 
the coal pit and hopped on his bicycle 
clutching his shiny new ice cream seller’s 
permit, the Ursos have never looked back. 

Now third generation Black Country 
vendor Alfonso Urso has spent six months 
and around £5,000 restoring an eye-catch¬ 
ing classic van. 

He has returned the 1973 Bedford CF to 
its former glory after snapping it up on 
eBay for a cool £3,500. 

Emigrated 

The 41-year-old former Pool Hayes 
School pupil has been turning heads 
round Willenhall with the pink and white 
motor. 

He is the third generation from his 
family to run the business known as 
Alfonso & Sons. It was set up in 1956 by 
Mr Urso’s grandfather, also called 
Alfonso, who had emigrated here from 
Sicily. 

The van, which plays the Greensleeves 
tune, will next month take pride of place 
on display at a national ice cream business 
conference in Crewe. 

Mr Urso said: “My dad Carmelo wanted 
to do up an old ice cream van, but unfortu¬ 
nately he died in 1999 before he could do 
it. He wanted to do up a van in the way 
they were designed back in the early days. 


“That’s why myself and my son have 
done it, in memory of my dad. I think he 
would have been very proud with the 
result, 100 per cent. The public reac¬ 
tion has been great. 

“I get pensioners coming to me and 
telling me their ice cream stories from 
when they were children. They also 
take photos of it because it reminds 
them of the past. 

“Selling ice cream has always been 
our family trade. When my grandad 
Alfonso arrived in this country he 
worked in the coal mines before getting 
a permit to sell ice cream on his bicycle 
and it has remained in the family ever 


since with my son Carmelo, the fourth 
generation,” Mr Urso explained. 

He restored the vehicle with help 
from his 17-year-old son Carmelo, who 
is often at the wheel of another of their 
vans. 

The pair, of Lincoln Avenue, County 
Bridge, stripped the interior and 
installed new machines, before repaint¬ 
ing the outside to the familiar Mr 
Whippy colours - pink, cream and 
white - and fitting chrome bumpers 
and hubcaps. 

Mr Urso, who is married to Nicky, a 
teacher, hopes Carmelo and his other 
children, Lorenzo, aged 10, and daugh¬ 


ter Lucrezia, aged 14, will one day take 
over the family trade. 

He said: “I always knew I would go into 
the business ever since I was little. It’s in 
my blood. 

“I do feel selling ice creams is a bit of a 
dying trade and I’ve got concerns about 
competition from the big supermarkets 
which are selling cheap ice lollies in 
boxes, but we’re still here working hard 
and playing Greensleeves. I hope my sons 
will be able to carry on if they are able to. ” 

He still has strong links with his 
extended family back in Ribera on the 
Sicilian south coast and visits them at 
least once a year. 

“We’re always going there, sometimes 
twice a year. We have a house there and 
all my dad’s relatives. We are very close. 

Potential 

“My grandad worked down the pit in 
Hanley, in Stoke, which a lot of immi¬ 
grants did when they arrived in the 
1950s. When he got his residency papers 
to stay in England he started the busi¬ 
ness on an old fashioned push bike. It was 
like a ‘stop me and buy one’ set up. 

“It was then that he saw the potential 
in selling ice cream as a job and eventu¬ 
ally bought his first ice cream van.” 

In 1969 the enterprising Alfonso 
senior then bought an ice cream factory 
in Dudley Road East, Dudley, which he 
sold in 1980 and which is still in opera¬ 
tion. 

He explained that his uncles Vincenzo 
and Giuseppe and his aunt Josephine all 
run ice cream businesses in London 
along with their children. 

Mr Urso added: “My grandad went 
back to live in Sicily and bought three 
farms, growing olives, oranges and 
grapes. My uncle Vincenzo went back 
with him, but eventually returned here 
because he missed selling ice creams in 
the UK so much.”

VANDALS caused hundreds of 
pounds of damage to a new fence 
on cattle grazing land in Walsall, 
allowing 26 cows to escape fields 
and head towards a busy road. 

Farmer Julie Richardson claims people 
walking dogs at Huddocks Moor, Pelsall, 
where part of her herd is kept, are responsi¬ 
ble for ongoing problems with fences being 
cut by wire cutters. 

She said the cows wandered off the site 
earlier this week after vandals cut the fence 
in six different places to create gaps in order 
to get access to the site. 

Mrs Richardson, aged 63, of Big House 
Farm in nearby Lime Lane, said: “We have 
the use of 33 acres of land at the moor for 
our cattle to graze on. 

“But due to ongoing problems with tres¬ 
passers damaging the fence, two weeks ago 
we got two labourers in for two days to 
replace the damaged parts and the whole 
thing cost us about £700. 

Repairs 

“When we arrived on Monday the fencing 
had been cut in about six places and we 
believe it is by people walking dogs. It’s 33 
acres of fenced grassed land and there is no 
reason for anyone to be accessing site. 

“We have 30 cows over there and 26 of 
them got out as a result. They were heading 
in the direction of Lime Lane, but we 
managed to turn them round. Some went off 
over the north common, while others got 
into another farmer’s wheat field. 

“They were all over the place, but we 
managed to stop them with the help of 
farmer Richard Tebbitt. He also helped us 
carry out temporary repairs to the fence.” 

The moor belongs to Huddocks Moor 
Farm and is rented by the Richardsons. 

“If we see anyone damaging the fence in 
future we will be calling the police,” Mrs 
Richardson said. 

“Dog dirt causes big problems for cows. 
Two years ago two cows gave birth to calves 
that died azfterwards and we had to cull the 
mothers because of a disease they picked up 
from the dog droppings on Huddocks Moor. ” 

The vandalism was not reported to police.

The restaurant, which has created 
six jobs, will offer a range of British 
cuisine as well as Indian dishes made 
with locally sourced produce. 

Mr Singh said: “We are delighted to

“We are very grateful to the support 
we have received from Dudley Council, 
Heritage Lottery Fund and other 
organisations.”

Pensioners inspired by people's help 
in wake of £9k damage at day centre 


MEMBERS of a pensioners’ day 
centre targeted twice in a week by 
thieves and vandals spoke of being 
‘inspired’ by members of the com¬ 
munity who have rallied around to 
offer their support and help it get 
back on its feet. 

Around £9,000 of damage was caused at 
the Age Concern Day Centre in Hale¬ 
sowen. 

Yobs urinated on food stored for pensioners’ 
meals during one attack, while in the later 
raid they managed to force their way on to the

centre’s minibus to turn on the radio, which 
drained the battery and forced it off the road. 

Many people have offered cash donations 
and given their time free to make repairs at the 
centre in Green Lane after hearing about the 
group’s plight. 

Centre bosses revealed they will be reim¬ 
bursed by insurers for the cost of some of the 
damage. But they are seeking around £5,000 in 
grants from two community forum groups run 
by ward councillors. 

This cash would buy more food for meals 


and replace some items stolen during the 
double break-in. 

They had already submitted a bid to obtain 
community grants to buy four marquees to 
allow the centre to hold garden parties. But 
this scheme has had to be dropped in order to 
claim the cash needed in the urgent circum¬ 
stances. 

Businessman Tony Billingham, who owns 
three care homes in the Halesowen area, has 
offered £250 of his own money to the centre. 

He has also joined fellow Rotary Club 
members from Halesowen and Rowley Regis 
who have agreed to donate £500 to help the 
centre. 


Locksmith Mike O’Sulevan also offered his 
services for free to install stronger bolts on 
doors to keep intruders out. Others, including 
a local firefighter, have also agreed to spend 
time redecorating after offices were smashed 
up. 

Centre director and ward councillor Ken 
Turner said Age Concern members had been 
touched by the volume of support. “I’m really 
chuffed and inspired by the way the commu¬ 
nity has rallied around us,” said Councillor 
Turner. 

The first attack was on August 19 while the 
second happened sometime over the Bank 
Holiday weekend.

MORE than 60 homes will be built 
on the site of a former manufac¬ 
turing firm, under fresh redevel¬ 
opment plans in Darlaston. 

A mixture of 55 houses and 12 apart¬ 
ments will be created on the old Jebron 
Works site in Bright Street to bring the 
largely vacant land back into use. 

The business, which was involved in the 
manufacturing of doors, went into adminis¬ 
tration in December 2010 with the loss of 65 
jobs. 

Walsall-based Chamberlin & Hill then 
bought the assets of the 85-year-old Jebron 
Ltd for £162,000 and bosses were able to 
reinstate jobs. 

The regeneration project to create the 
housing estate on the industrial land has 
been submitted to Walsall Council. 

It comes after it emerged earlier this year 
that multi-million pound proposals to trans¬ 
form the former Servis site, which is nearby 
on Darlaston Road, had stalled. 

Concerned 

Developers have earmarked possible 
shops, restaurants, housing and leisure 
attractions but firm plans were put on hold 
due to the economic climate. 

Darlaston councillors Paul and Chris Bott 
said they welcomed steps to regenerate the 
old Jebron Works but were concerned over 
losing industrial sites. 

“We are pleased development is going to 
take place,” said Mr Bott. 

“The concern we have got is that we are 
losing another area for industrial use. If we 
are going to lose this site from industrial 
land, it is more urgent than ever the Servis 
site is retained for industrial or develop¬ 
ment that will start to create jobs.” 

John Goodchild, agent on behalf of the 
applicants Galliford Try Partnerships, said: 
“The proposal is to demolish the existing 
unattractive industrial buildings to make 
way for a comprehensive redevelopment of 
67 two, three and four bed dwellings.

Children's department 
is improving, says chief 


Chief Constable Chris Simms takes on James Smith at Walsall Police 
Amateur Boxing Club which was set up nine months ago 


A BOXING club set up by police offi¬ 
cers which aims to keep youngsters 
off the streets of Walsall has been 
hailed as a huge success. 

Walsall Police Amateur Boxing 
Club launched nine months ago and 
has up to 40 people attended on any 
given night. 

Officers are there on a regular 
basis, getting to know teenagers 
while they build up their boxing 
skills. Chief Constable of West Mid¬ 
lands Police, Chris Sims, paid the 
club a visit last week to see how it is 
being run. 

Pc Alan Poole helped set the club 
after being approached by Ian 
Benton and Shaun Hargreaves, who 
now run it. Pc Poole said the club, on 
Maybrook Industrial Estate, Walsall 
Wood, was already proving a big 
success within the community. 

“One of our big goals is to keep 
youngsters out of trouble,” he said. 


“It breaks down barriers between 
the police and youngsters. Boxing 
teaches them respect, discipline and 
to lead a healthy lifestyle. 

“And because we’ve got police offi¬ 
cers there we can influence them - 
they see us as people and not a 
uniform. It’s already proving very 
successful and there are some kids 
there who, if they weren’t at the 
club would be getting into trouble.” 

Links 

Although it is mostly attended by 
teenage boys, it is also open to girls 
and any age range, with a five-year- 
old youngster and a 65-year-old man 
taking part. 

The club is run by unpaid volun¬ 
teers and has links to youth services 
and schools. It has been supported 
by several groups including Accord 
Housing, Walsall House Group, 
police charity Building Blocks and 
Rosie’s Helping Hands. 


THE chair of a panel scrutinising 
Walsall’s children’s services has 
claimed ‘remarkable’ progress 
had been made in the department 
over the past year. 

She is also calling for the council to invest 
in a new computer system for social 
workers. 

The department came under fire last year 
when Ofsted judgpd the local authority’s 
safeguarding services, and its capacity to 
improve, as ‘inadequate’. 

But the rating improved this year to ‘ade¬ 
quate’ following an inspection between 
June 24 and July 5, with a report stating 
that children’s services now had a clear 
vision and a better awareness of the work 
required to continue to improve. 

But Councillor Barbara Cassidy, chair of 
the council’s children and young people’s 
scrutiny panel, said further improvements 
were needed during a meeting last week. 
However, she also hailed the progress staff 
had made since the damning Ofsted verdict. 

Clunky 

She said 50 extra laptops needed to be 
given to social workers and the PARIS com¬ 
puter system used by social services needed 
to be thrown out. 

“PARIS needs to be replaced,” she said. 
“We should have gotten rid of it a long time 
ago.” 

Councillor Cassidy said it was unknown 
how much it would cost to replace the 
system but it was likely to be a ‘huge 
expense’. 

Children’s services boss Rose Collinson 
added: “We are trying to make the PARIS 
system the very best system we can while 
we’ve got it. “At the moment clunky systems 
cost the time of staff and cleansing data 
costs staff time.” 

She said there were still challenges in the 
department with high caseloads but added 
that 14 social workers had been taken on 
and were due to start next month, when 15 
further posts will be advertised.

Glass and iron expertise at 
heart of huge Crystal Palace 



The Crystal Palace, made possible by Black Country ingenuity, skill and organisation 

pulled to London to admire both the country’s

WITH the recent press reports that 
a Chinese billionaire is consider¬ 
ing building a replica of the Crystal 
Palace, which hosted the Great 
Exhibition of 1851, it is important 
to highlight the importance of 
Black Country ingenuity, skill and 
organisation to the creation of the 
original structure. 

The Great Exhibition of the Works of 
Industry of All Nations in 1851 was a 
triumph of engineering and manufacturing. 
A proclamation to the world of the dominance 
of British industry, it was housed in an 
amazing structure the like of which had 
never before been seen. Made of glass and 
iron, it struck awe into each and every person 
who beheld it. 

Sited in Hyde Park, it was six times the size 
of St Paul’s Cathedral and its dimensions 
were staggering. It was 1,851ft long, the 
equivalent of 118 large eight-roomed houses, 
and at 456ft was as broad as 28 such houses. 
The transept, the arched part that crossed 
the building, was 68ft high, while the nave - 
the long part - was just 3ft less in height. In 
all, this amazing Crystal Palace covered 
almost 18 acres, about six times that of Saint 
Paul’s Cathedral. 

Not only was it an immense size, it was 
ground-breaking in its style and materials. 
Normally, buildings were made of wood, 
stone or brick, but the Crystal Palace owed 
nothing to such traditional materials. 

Its marvel was founded upon glass and 
iron. A handful of railway stations and large 
conservatories had been made in the same 
way, but none compared even remotely to the 
Crystal Palace in their scale. Six million 
people, a third of the British people, were 


manufacturing accomplishments and the 
magnificent Crystal Palace itself. They could 
not have done so without the Black Country. 

The building contractors were the cele¬ 
brated engineers Fox and Henderson of the 
London Works, Smethwick; the 900,000ft 
glass that transformed the building into a 
place of wonderment was made at Chance’s of 
Spon Lane, Smethwick; and the 4,000 tons of 
iron that held up everything came from the 
Woodside Iron Works in Dudley. 

Chance’s had to develop a new technique to 
develop larger panes than had been possible 
previously. At 896,000 sq ft, the total surface 
of the glass made at Chance’s was astonishing 
and it weighed 400 tons. Each pane of glass 
was large and thick - almost four and a half 
feet long and lOin broad - and was joined to 
thin strips of wood called sash bars. 

Many pundits publicly expressed doubts 
about the stability of the Crystal Palace. All 


were to be confounded by the expertise of Fox, 
Henderson and their workers and by the 
strength of the cast iron from the Woodside 
Iron Works in Dudley. These had been built in 
1841 by Bramah and Cochrane. 

Prepared 

John Joseph Bramah was a remarkable 
civil engineer who also took over Dudley’s 
Horseley Iron Works in 1844. One of his most 
important successes was the roof over the 
Houses of Parliament, which made good use 
of cast iron. 

In 1844 John Weale noted that Bramah’s 
work deserved commendation for the work¬ 
manlike and correct manner in which it was 
executed. He explained that the iron for the 
riverfront portion of the building was pre¬ 
pared at Woodside while the roof over the 
House of Peers and the rest of Parliament 
came from the Horseley Iron Works. Alexan¬ 
der Cochrane was as accomplished as Bram¬ 


ah. After tendering for the work at the Great 
Exhibition it is said that Joseph Paxton, the 
architect, tersely stated: “You have the con¬ 
tract, start immediately”. His word was 
enough. No written confirmation was needed. 

Work did begin straight away, so that 
within nine months the staggering number of 
3,300 cast-iron girders were ready. In addi¬ 
tion 358 wrought-iron trusses were cast, 
along with 30 miles of guttering and 202 miles 
of sash bars. No wonder that a Dudley com¬ 
mentator exclaimed proudly that the result 
was ! a marvel of engineering skill and accom¬ 
plishment, and clearly demonstrated to the 
world the power and ingenuity which the 
Woodside Works possessed to make and erect 
anything in the substance and form of iron’. 

Fox was knighted for his invaluable contri¬ 
bution to the Great Exhibition and later, he 
and Henderson were the contractors for the 
removal of the Crystal Palace from Hyde Park 
to Sydenham in South London. Unfortu¬ 
nately, their business became too stretched 
and failed in 1856 when one of its foreign 
creditors could not pay its debts. Up to 2,000 
people lost their jobs . 

The craft of another West Midlands glass 
maker also captured the imaginations of com¬ 
mentators - that of Richardson’s of Wordsley, 
Stourbridge. 

In the Catalogue to The Industry of all 
Nations it was stressed that the company was 
chiefly famous for crystal glass “ which they 
have carried to the utmost extent of brilliancy 
and purity. An examination of their contribu¬ 
tions in decanters, wine-glasses, goblets, 
cream-bowls, butter-coolers etc. will at once 
carry conviction that in this branch of the art 
England excels every other country of the 
world. Bohemia asserts, and probably main¬ 
tains, its supremacy in the manufacture of 
coloured glass, but it cannot enter into compe¬ 
tition with us as regards that which is colour¬ 
less”.

After the crash, the dual 
carriageway, near the Merry 
Hill shopping centre, was 
closed in both directions 
while police carried out their 
investigations and the force 
helicopter circled the scene. 

The route was closed for 
around seven hours.

Too early for Government 
to celebrate better economy 




Dudley North Labour MP

IT’S obviously good 
news the economy is 
finally moving after 
three years of flat¬ 
lining, but it is far too 
soon for the Govern¬ 
ment to celebrate. 

It just goes to show how 
out of touch they are with 
the lives of ordinary fam¬ 
ilies struggling to pay the 
bills. 

Every week I hear from 
families battling to make 
ends meet. Bills and prices 
are going up all the time 
while wages stay the same. 

Working people are 
£l,500-a-year worse off since 
David Cameron became 
Prime Minister. On his 
watch, we’ve had the biggest 
fall in people’s incomes of 
any G7 country. 

Prices have risen faster 
than wages for 37 out of 38 
months since the election. 
The odd month out was Ap¬ 
ril, when bankers reaped the 
rewards of deferring their 
bonuses until George Osb¬ 
orne’s cut to the top rate of 
tax came in. People earning a 
million got a tax cut worth on 
average £107,000, but an 
average worker will have lost 
£6,600 by the election. 

There’s lots of things the 
Government should be doing 
that they’re not. They 
should drop the millionaire’s 
tax cut and reintroduce the 
lOp tax rate instead. 

They should axe Ofgem, 
the useless energy watchdog, 
and replace it with a body 
that has the power to force 
energy companies to pass on 
price cuts to customers. 

Rail fair increases should 
be capped, and rip-off fees in 
the private rented sector 
should be tackled. Unfortu¬ 


nately this Government is 
helping millionaires and 
spending the next few weeks 
on a lobbying bill that won’t 
benefit anyone.

ON Tuesday I called a debate 
in Parliament to raise con¬ 
cerns over the Government’s 
decision to abolish Dudley’s 
local TA regiment, the Royal 
Mercian and Lancastrian 
Yeomanry. 

The regiment’s A Squad¬ 
ron is based at Vicar Street 
in Dudley. The brave volun¬ 
teers are a credit to the unit 
and their community. They 
do a brilliant job - not just 
here in Dudley but serving 
their country too. Earlier 
this year I joined campaign¬ 
ers to try and get ministers 
to think again on their plans. 

The Government refused 
to listen to us, and in July 
they announced that the reg¬ 
iment would be abolished 
after all to make way for a 
new Scottish and Northern 
Irish Yeomanry. 

The Dudley squadron will 
survive, but its regimental 
HQ will be transferred from 
Telford to Croydon - over 


190 miles away. I’m worried 
about the impact the 
changes could have on the 
long-term future of the TA in 
Dudley. It could be much 
harder for the local TA to 
sort out problems, get 
support with training and 
recruit new members. 

The Dudley squadron is 
popular and has deep roots in 
the community. I hope that 
the Government will listen 
to campaigners and set out 
clear plans to safeguard its 
future. 

■ ■ ■ ■ 

LOTS of constituents have 
written to me about the gov¬ 
ernment’s proposals to 
tackle lobbying. I know lots 
of people think politicians 
are all the same and are out 
of touch, but I work hard to 
listen to local people and take 
what they say seriously. 

That’s why I think it’s 
really important for people 
to feel like they can work 
with charities and cam¬ 
paigns to contact their MPs 
about issues they care about. 

Unfortunately, the Gov¬ 
ernment’s new lobbying bill 
would hit charities and cam¬ 


paign organisations that 
fight for ordinary people and 
make their views heard at 
the top of Government. 

I’m not against regulation 
of lobbying. A statutory reg¬ 
ister of lobbyists is urgently 
needed. Serious questions 
have been raised about lob¬ 
bying, and I think we should 
go even further to look at 
MPs with second jobs outside 
of Parliament. 

In opposition, David Cam¬ 
eron backed regulation 
saying that lobbying was ‘the 
next big scandal waiting to 
happen’. Since he’s been in 
Government we’ve seen him 
back the wrong people time 
and again, and now his new 
bill will hit charities but 
leave ‘big money’ lobbying 
untouched. 

It will effectively gag char¬ 
ities and campaigners in the 
run-up to the election, but 
would only capture a tiny 
minority of professional lob¬ 
byists. The result is a bill 
that would not stop Lynton 
Crosby from advising the 
Prime Minister on tobacco 
policy, but it could stop an 
organisation like Cancer 
Research UK from cam¬ 
paigning on plain packaging 
of tobacco products. 

I think this is a cynical 
attempt by the Government 
to gag ordinary people, cam¬ 
paigners and charities that 
want to criticise the Govern¬ 
ment and hold it to account. 

Charities, campaigners 
and political experts are all 
lining up to attack the plans. 
The Chair of the Constitu¬ 
tional Reform Select Com¬ 
mittee in Parliament has 
labelled the whole thing ‘a 
dog’s breakfast’. I’ve voted 
against the plans and will be 
working hard to get the Gov¬ 
ernment to go back to the 
drawing board.

People, Birmingham 
Repertory Theatre 

THE long-awaited home¬ 
coming season at Birming¬ 
ham Repertory Theatre, 
now incorporated into the 
new Central Library, 
started with this surefire 
hit from the barbed pen of 
Alan Bennett.

Mazda makes inroads on toughest tests 



The new Mazda 3 performed well on demanding road surfaces during a test drive in Russia An excellent driving position in the Mazda 3

IT’S hard to imagine a more punishing setting 
for a first drive than eastern Russia, where the 
surfaces are so badly maintained that a single 
wheel out of place can mean the end of the 
road. 

Yet that is exactly where Mazda let me get my hands on 
the new Mazda 3 hatchback for the first time, as eight iden¬ 
tical cars made their way across the widest country in the 
world. It’s also, inevitably, where one of the cars did put a 
wheel - or rather two - wrong; wrecking both right-hand- 
side rims on a single pothole. 

This was a desperately tricky place for Mazda to intro¬ 
duce a car. Even the local drivers along the route were 
strewn like cannon fodder across the roadsides, tyres flat or 
wheels bent, all victims of the insanely large potholes and 
roller coaster-esque, frequently sunken highway. 

Curvaceous 

So why did they do it? One reason might be that among 
the hordes of decades old (in design, at least) Ladas and Cold 
War-era vans, the curvaceous Mazdas stood out like Miss 
World contestants in a working farmyard. Their flowing 
shape, purposeful front end styling and silhouettes reminis¬ 
cent of the Ferrari FF gave the convoy something that 
passers-by couldn’t help but stare at. 

The 3 continues the firm’s ‘Kodo’ design theme, which 
means ‘soul of motion’. The result is stand-out styling, with 
the exception of the curiously long front overhang (thank 
pedestrian safety) and the tiny 16in alloys fitted to these 


cars. In truth, the upgraded 18in wheels that are set to be 
more popular in the UK simply wouldn’t have survived the 
disintegrating Russian roads. A long-looking bonnet and a 
backwards-slung passenger area give the 3 a distinctly 
‘shooting brake’ style profile, which in turn presents a 
premium first impression. It’s dimmed by those small 
wheels, though, and it needs the 18s to look right. 

Things are still recognisably Japanese on the inside, with 
a mixture of sensible black plastics, hard-wearing surfaces 
and logical layouts all designed to satisfy previous Mazda, 
Toyota and Nissan buyers. But it’s definitely a more appeal¬ 
ing place to sit for fans of European brands, with a greater 
emphasis on style. 

It’s a subtle improvement of shapes and finishes, but it 
doesn’t push too far in any one direction and the net result 


is a very likeable interior. Some of the textures should be 
treated with care though, because their coarse finish natu¬ 
rally rubs skin away and develops (easily cleanable) pale 
patches. 

Passengers are catered for reasonably well, with good 
legroom available in all seats and a light, airy feel in the 
front seats. The one criticism is for the heavily shaped rear 
bodywork, which cuts down on available light in the rear 
seats and makes it feel a little more cramped back there 
than it really is. 

Behind the wheel, drivers are treated to a typically excel¬ 
lent Mazda driving position, partly inherited from the MX- 
5 sports car. It’s easy to drop into the reasonably high seats, 
where you can then use the large range of adjustment in the 
seat and steering column to get comfortable and place the 


gear lever perfectly, just under your hand - in this case my 
right hand, because the eight plucky Mazdas crossing the 
rough Russian terrain had been built to German specs. 

The mid-range 118bhp 2.0-litre petrol engine employs 
Mazda’s amazing SkyActiv technology to record fuel con¬ 
sumption and C02 emissions scarcely believable for its 
type, but in this trim there’s no getting away from its lack 
of low-down urge. A 165bhp edition is on the way, but this 
one is best limited to gentle running about, and is at least 
very quiet and smooth, with a positive gear change and 
nicely weighted pedals. 

Arguably the most impressive aspect of the car on this 
first drive was the way it handled the shocking road quality. 
Mazda will be launching the new 3 properly in Europe only 
a few weeks after the Frankfurt Motor Show.

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Renault set 
to charge 
ahead with 
its sleek zoe

RENAULT managed to captivate British audi¬ 
ences (I suspect mostly the blokes) in the 
1990s when they introduced Nicole and her 
Papa to plug the Clio. 

The award-winning series of TV ads were so popular that 
one survey found the French actress was recognised by 
more of us than the then Prime Minister John Major! 

Now they’re trying to woo us with another shapely 
French model - Zoe. It’s the company’s new electric car 
which pushes the cause of alternative power forward in 
terms of technology and packaging. The name, by the way, 
comes from Renault’s ZE (for zero emissions) division. 

It has all the usual electric car attractions such as zero 
emissions and tax exemptions but there are some innova¬ 
tions, too. 

Perhaps the most important is the new ‘chameleon’ 
charger which means (at the right power point) it can be 
fully recharged in as little as 30 minutes - alleviating the 
drawback of rivals which need to be plugged in overnight 
after 100 miles. 

The second innovation is Renault’s decision to essentially 
split the car from the batteries for sales purposes. It means 
buyers can get a Zoe from under £14,000 (no more than a 
comparable petrol or diesel hatchback) while the battery is 
leased from the company at prices from £70 a month, 
depending on mileage. That’s around what most people 
would pay for fossil fuels, but Renault’s intention is to make 
Zoe accessible to more customers while removing any 
worries about battery life and, potentially, the major cost of 
replacement. 

Recover 

Essentially it’s a lifetime guarantee on the battery which 
should considerably help resale values. Renault also has a 
system in place to recover Zoe drivers if they do miss the 
various warnings and run out of steam. 

Zoe is a smooth, sleek hatchback with a thoroughly 
modern, almost futuristic interior which equates approxi¬ 
mately with the new Clio in space terms. 

It drives well, too. The heavy battery pack is fitted in the 
centre of the car, under the seats, so it is perfectly balanced 
and feels surprisingly light and agile. The steering system, 
for example, is developed from the precise set-up used on 
the high performance Renaultsport models. 

Because of the weight of the batteries the suspension is, 
according to Renault, the most robust in its car range but it 
has been tuned for comfort with an uprated damping 
system. It certainly feels very smooth and the car is, of 
course, much quieter than its fossil fuel rivals. 

In fact Renault has given Zoe a ‘voice’ on safety grounds 
so that pedestrians can hear you coming. There’s a choice of 
three tones - mine sounded a little like a light aircraft in the 
distance - which operate at lower, around town speeds. It is 
muted on the open road, as Renault engineers believe wind 
and tyre noise at higher speeds will achieve the same objec¬ 
tive. 

Zoe’s motor has 87bhp (a bit less if you use the ‘Eco’ 
button to extend the range) but that also comes with a 
diesel-like 220Nm of torque which is available the second 
the motor starts to turn. The result is zippy initial acceler¬ 
ation which might surprise internal combustion engine 
rivals at the lights. Things even out later on, but it still 
manages to hit 62mph in a respectable 13.5 seconds. Top 
speed is limited to 84mph. 

The Zoe’s range between charges is nominally 130 miles, 
an improvement on some of its rivals. 

Initially, Zoe buyers will have a wall-mounted charging 
point fitted at home free of charge. The process takes up to 
nine hours at a cost of around £3.30, but that can be consid¬ 
erably reduced if you programme it to use cheaper, night¬ 
time rates. 

There are currently 1,700 or so public charging points 
(many of them free!) in Britain and more are being added by 
the week. 

Zoe may not be the answer to everyone’s motoring needs 
but it is one of the best electric vehicles to hit the market so 
far.
